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Parking charges for 
disabled ‘a disgrace’

PLANS to charge disabled drivers 
to park in Newmarket have been 
branded a “disgrace” by a council¬ 
lor. 

In December, the cabinet at For¬ 
est Heath District Council decided 
to make some changes to parking 
charges in Newmarket. 

The recommendations included 
the introduction of charges for dis¬ 
abled bays and the implementation 
of charges on Sundays. 

Newmarket Town Council dis¬ 
cussed the plans for the first time 
on Monday evening - where they 
were branded a “disgrace”. 

The councillors were particularly 
angry about the implementation 
of Sunday charges and charges for 
those with disabled badges. 

Cllr David Hudson said: “Charg¬ 
ing for disabled people is a disgrace. 

“A hallmark of a civil community 
is to look after vulnerable people - 
this is not doing that.” 

Former town councillor Peter 
Hulbert, who is partially sighted, 
attended the meeting as a member 
of the public. 

He said: “A lot of people are work¬ 


ing hard to enhance Newmarket 
in one way or another then some¬ 
one comes to increase the parking 
charges. 

“Blue Badge holders will now 
have to pay to park. I know they get 
double time but they have got to 
pay in the first instance.” 

Concerns were raised that New¬ 
market would be “propping up” 
other areas of Forest Heath, where 
charges are not in place. 

Cllr David Wright said: “In other 
areas of Forest Heath, parking is 


free. So why do disabled people of 
Newmarket have to pay while in the 
rest of Forest Heath disabled people 
can park for free?” 

Cllr Neil Vollenhoven added: 
“We and visitors to this town have 
to pay but other areas do not. Are 
we propping up everyone else’s car 
parks? I think it’s unfair that resi¬ 
dents of Newmarket have to pay 
but no one else does.” 

Cllr Hudson said the plans to 
introduce Sunday charges do “not 
send out a very good welcome to 


people who want to visit and do a 
bit of shopping” 

The council had also received 
concerns from John Borda, a pa¬ 
rishioner at Newmarket’s Catholic 
Church. 

He said Sunday charges would 
“adversely impact religious servic¬ 
es” including those at the Catholic 
Church, St Mary’s, and All Saints. 

However, at the cabinet meet¬ 
ing at FHDC on December 22, an 
amendment had already been 
made to proposals which said a 


permit scheme would be put in 
place for religious worshippers. 

The town mayor John Berry pro¬ 
posed that the town council should 
write to FHDC and urge them to 
drop the proposed changes. 

Any changes will be put into a 
traffic order so that people can sub¬ 
mit their comments before they are 
brought into effect. 

But a spokesman from FHDC 
said the town council had already 
been consulted - and that charges 
for all was fair. 

The spokesman said: “In terms 
of charges for Blue Badge holders, 
there is no evidence that a Blue 
Badge holder is any less able to af¬ 
ford to pay for parking than other 
drivers and so charging all drivers 
within the town is deemed a fair 
way forward. 

“In terms of introducing Sunday 
charges, this is in recognition of 
the fact that shops are now open 
seven days of the week and we an¬ 
ticipate that with the opening of the 
new National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art, park¬ 
ing demand will need to be man¬ 
aged through charges, to spread the 
number of visitors throughout the 
week, rather than them all coming 
on the one day.”

£82,000 cash and 
cannabis found

A CANNABIS factory and 
£82,000 in cash was uncov¬ 
ered in a property in Beck 
Row after a police raid. 

Suffolk Police raided the 
property at Willow Park in 
Beck Row when they found a 
number of cannabis plants, 
which they called a “com¬ 
mercial cannabis produc¬ 
tion” and £82,150 in cash. 

Money had been stashed 
in three locations - £12,000 
was found stuffed inside a 
sock and £17,150 was found 
in a kitchen cupboard. 

A further £53,000 was 
found inside a plastic lunch- 
box which had been foil

lined and bound with tape. 

Investigations undertaken 
by Suffolk Police found that 
there was “no adequate ex¬ 
planation for the origin of 
the cash”, so they sought for 
it to be forfeited after it was 
found on January 16. 

On Friday, Watford mag¬ 


istrates made an order for 
the forfeiture of the £82,150, 
which saw it seized under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act 
(POCA). 

Andy Gould of the Eastern 
Region Special Operations 
Unit (ERSOU) Economic 
Crime Unit said: “This or¬ 
der made by the court has 
brought about a satisfying 
outcome to an investigation 
conducted along with our 
colleagues in Suffolk. 

“This has once more un¬ 
derlined our determination 
to work together to use the 
powers of the POCA legisla¬ 
tion to ensure that cash gen¬ 
erated from criminal activ¬ 
ity, or intended for use in a 
similar way will be forfeited 
at every opportunity.”

who started fire at school

A 17-YEAR-OLD girl who 
started a £300,000 fire in a 
school in Exning has avoided 
being locked up. 

The teenager, who cannot 
be named for legal reasons, 
had been drinking heav¬ 
ily when she ignited plastic 
cups in a storage shed before 
flames spread to the main 
building at Exning Primary 
School. 

Firefighters battled to save 
the Victorian building in Ox¬ 
ford Street during the early 
hours of September 4 last 
year but were unable to pre¬ 
vent extensive damage being 
caused. 

CCTV pictures showed the 
teenager and another girl 
entering the school grounds 
and emerging shortly after¬ 
wards and looking back to¬ 
wards the school as the blaze 
took hold before running off, 
prosecutor Laura Kenyon 
told Ipswich Crown Court. 

One classroom was gutted 
and other parts of the school 
damaged by smoke and wa¬ 
ter. Five thousand books 
were destroyed together with 
IT equipment, children’s 
work and other material. 

Ms Kenyon said that neigh¬ 
bours reported seeing flames 
leaping as high as the roof 
before the blaze was brought 
under control. 

Fire investigators estab¬ 
lished that the blaze had 
started in a storage shed ad¬ 
jacent to the main building 
and was deliberate. 

Ms Kenyon said both girls 
seen on CCTV attended hos¬ 
pital the following day after 
self-harming incidents and 
the 17-year-old had said that 
the fire had been her fault 
and had been her “biggest 
mistake.” 

The court heard that a cig¬ 
arette lighter had been used 
to ignite plastic cups being 
stored in the shed, which was 
destroyed by the fire. 

Ms Kenyon said no evi¬ 
dence was being offered 
against the second girl after 
the 17-year-old accepted 
full responsibility for what 
happened. She had pleaded 
guilty to the charge of arson. 

Headteacher fames Clark 
said in a statement that the 
impact of the fire on the 
200 pupil school had been 
“huge.” 

Mr Clark said: “The fact 
that it was being treated as 
arson made us feel sick.” 

For some pupils, their first 
day at school had to be post¬ 
poned, while the parents of 
others had reported their 
children being unable to 
sleep and having nightmares. 



Defending, foanne Eley 
said the girl suffered from 
mental health issues and had 
consumed a “significant” 
amount of vodka. 

Miss Eley said: “She tells 
me that if she had been sober 
she wouldn’t have done this.” 

The girl had only “patchy” 
memories of what had taken 
place, said Miss Eley, who 
told the court: “The plan that 
evening wasn’t, it seems, to 
go out and start a fire. It was 
to go out and meet some 
older boys and get some cig¬ 
arettes which is why she had 
the lighter with her.” 

Since the incident the girl 
had made a serious attempt 
to end her own life against a 
background of mental health 
issues and family problems, 
said Miss Eley. 

Miss Eley said: “She is a 
young lady who has a very 
fragile mental health and is 
seen regularly by the mental 
health services.” 

Sentencing her, fudge Da¬ 
vid Goodin told the girl: “I’m 
not going to send you into 
custody today. In many ways 
you richly deserve it.” 

fudge Goodin said he had 
been “narrowly persuaded” 
that the negative effects of 
the girl being sent to a young 
offender institution would 
outweigh the benefits. 

The judge told the girl: “I 
hope you will in your own 
best interests wake up eve¬ 
ry morning and think ‘my 
goodness, I could be in pris¬ 
on today’. 

“Do that in your own in¬ 
terests because that might 
be a good way of deterring 
you from anything like this 
again.” 

The girl was made the 
subject of a three year Youth 
Rehabilitation Order with 
conditions to be under Pro¬ 
bation Service supervision

DESPITE a devastating fire that 
destroyed one of Exning Primary 
School's main classrooms, it still 
achieved a 'good' rating from Ofsted 
just three months later. 

The report, recently made public 
by Ofsted, found that the school, on 
Oxford Street in Exning, was good, 
with a number of outstanding areas 
when it inspected on December 8 
and 9. 

In the report, lead inspector Kim 
Hall said: "The headteacher has 
established an aspirational vision and 
ethos for the school. 

"All leaders and governors work 
effectively together to continually 
improve. 

"As a result, pupils make good 
progress in their learning." 

The school was found to be good 
in the areas of quality of teaching, 
learning and assessment, outcomes 
for pupils, and overall effectiveness 
at previous inspection. 

They were found to be outstanding 
in the effectiveness of leadership and 
management, personal development, 
behaviour and welfare, and the early 
years provision for pupils. 

The inspector added: "Outstanding 
provision in the early years ensures 
that children make rapid progress. 

"They acquire new skills quickly 
in all areas, especially in reading, 
writing and mathematics, and are 
very well prepared for year one." 


and complete 60 hours of 
unpaid community work. 

A 9pm to 7am curfew was 
also imposed on the girl for 
the next three months. 

Judge Goodin told her: 
“You are at the last ditch. This 
is your last chance, a real op¬ 
portunity to turn your life 
around - do it.” 

Mr Clark said he hoped the 
teenager realised what her 
actions caused. 

He said: “My initial reac¬ 
tion is that I’m a little shocked 
at what seems to be quite a 
lenient sentence for causing 
such a devastating fire. 

“Hopefully the young per¬ 
son in question will use the 
services at her disposal to 
help her understand just how 
big an impact her actions 
have had on a whole com¬ 
munity; that the upset this 
caused hasn’t disappeared 
now that the building has 
been repaired, but will stay 
with many people for a long, 
long time. 

“We were all devastated 
when we first saw the dam¬ 
age done and it took many 
hours of hard work from 
many people to just be able 
to open the school again.” 

He added: “Now that the 
school is fully operational 
again, we are all very re¬ 
lieved, especially the year 
one staff whose classroom it

EDUCATION 

New schools to be 
built in villages 


NEW schools are planned for Red 
Lodge and Lakenheath - but they 
won’t be welcoming pupils until Sep¬ 
tember 2018. 

Councillors at Suffolk County 
Council debated yesterday whether 
two new schools in the two villages 
should be built to meet growing de¬ 
mand for school places. 

A report, which went before the 
Cabinet late on Tuesday afternoon, 
said the two new schools are need¬ 
ed in the areas because of the large 
amount of new developments being 
built. 

It said: “There is insufficient ca¬ 
pacity in the present school estate at 
key locations. 

“If new schools are not built, there 
is a high risk that the council will not 
be able to satisfy its statutory obli¬ 
gation to provide a school place for 
every child or young person.”

Lakenheath and Red Lodge have 
been singled out as two of seven 
schools around the county as places 
who need new schools. 

And the report said that the two 
villages were named because they 
have “immediate priorities for new 
school building as they are areas 
experiencing significant housing 
growth”. It said to counter the risk 
that the schools would not be ready 
in time, they would agree tempo¬ 
rary accommodation with existing 
schools for 2017. 

However, the report said: “Ex¬ 
panding existing schools, where this 
is feasible, has been done. 


“In any event, the new schools 
need to be close to where the major¬ 
ity of pupils live to increase commu¬ 
nity cohesion and enable sustain¬ 
able travel to school.” 

St Christopher’s Primary School 
in Red Lodge expanded its places 
“very quickly” from 210 to 420 places 
for children. Lakenheath Primary 
School are already taking 15 ex¬ 
tra pupils, but the village has been 
marked as a site that could take up 
to 2,000 new houses in coming years. 

Site acquisition and school design 
has already begun in Red Lodge and 
Lakenheath, but the council do not 
believe they will be able to acquire 
the land early enough for the places 
to be ready by September 2017. 

The schools will be expected 
to open in September 2018, with 
temporary classrooms used in the 
meantime.

Highways England project 
manager, Geoff Chatfield 
said: “A combination of fac¬ 
tors including the safety 
of our road workers 
meant that we 
have decided to 
postpone the 
work for now. 

“We want 
to do this 
right, so we 
are now work¬ 
ing closely 
with our con¬ 
tractors to review 
plans and reschedule 
the work to a date as soon as 
we are able.” 

He added: “We apologise 
for the delay in carrying out 
this work. 

“In the meantime, we have 
made sure temporary signs 
are in place on the approach¬ 
es to the All to help reduce 



the likelihood of incidents 
and encourage drivers to use 
the correct lanes as they enter 
the roundabout.” 

Campaigner Wendy Chip¬ 
ping said although it was dis¬ 
appointing work couldn’t be¬ 
gin, the safety of workers had 
to come first. 

She said: “We are obviously 
very disappointed that they 
have had to be delayed but 
due to the weather conditions 
of last week, I am not sur¬ 
prised at the postponement. 

“Bearing in mind they start 
work during the evening 
when there was freezing fog 
and ice and minus degree’s 
temperatures, their safety has 
to come first. 

“Hopefully we will have 
some information shortly on 
new dates but would not an¬ 
ticipate that it will happen for 
a month to six weeks.”

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I'm a second 
class pensioner 

As a 77-year-old having 'paid in' 
all my working life (initially as 
an employee and then as a self- 
employed person) I have recently 
realised that I am soon to become a 
second-class basic state pensioner. 

I receive £115.95 per week at 
present. That amount will be 
increased by 2.5% to £119.30 per 
week in April through the effect 
of the so-called 'triple lock.' I am 
grateful for the 'triple lock.' 

But also in April, many of those who 
will be newly retired will receive the 
new 'flat-rate' basic state pension 
of £155.65 per week, i.e. £36.35 
(£1,890 per annum) more than me 
and without their having 'paid in' for 
more years than me. 

This will be seen as unfair and unjust. 
The government should remedy this 
unfairness and injustice. It gets worse, 
however, for, as promised, the two 
different levels of basic state pension 
are to be increased by the 'triple lock' 
for the remainder of this Parliament. 
The difference, presently £36.35 per 
week, will grow and grow. 

As a very helpful Burwell couple have 
told me, it doesn't take a genius to 
see that if my basic state pension of 
£119.30 is increased by 2.5% and 
that of those on the new 'flat-rate' 
basic state pension of £155.65 is also 
increased by 2.5%, the latter will do 
much better than me. 

I now reckon that by 2021, if I live, I 
shall have become a third-class basic 
state pensioner. 

It's not good enough. The new 
pensions minister, the 'noble' 

Baroness Altmann, must fix it for me 
- and for many millions of others.

Brown bins: The 
new £40 charge 
begins in April 


RESIDENTS are set to pay £40 for 
garden waste collection upfront 
at the beginning of the financial 
year - with no refund if they de¬ 
cide to stop using the service. 

Details of how the new charge 
is likely to be implemented have 
been revealed in a report which 
will be discussed by councillors 
on Thursday. 

The council officers’ report 
states that the charge - which 
was set at £40 at the end of last 
year - will cover the period from 
April to the following March. 

The report says the charge 
must be paid in full before collec¬ 
tions begin, and there will be no 
discounts available and no full or 
part refunds if the subscription is 
cancelled. 

The report also reveals that the 
councils - Forest Heath District 
Council and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council - are anticipat¬ 
ing having to collect 50,000 aban¬ 
doned brown bins from homes 
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across West Suffolk. The process 
of removing the bins is set to cost 
£144,000. 

The report suggests that take- 
up of the scheme will be around 
25,000. 

The charge is set to be intro¬ 
duced on April 4. 

Councillors voted in favour of 
the new charge in September last 
year, in response to Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council cuts which meant that 
West Suffolk councils would have 
had to find £500,000 in funding 
to continue providing the service 
for free. 

The cuts in county funding 
meant that similar fees - which 
are already in place in areas such 
as Babergh and Mid Suffolk- are 
set to be introduced across the 
county. 

The details of how the new 
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charge will be implemented are 
to be discussed at a meeting of 
the West Suffolk Councils’ joint 
performance audit and scrutiny 
committee this afternoon in Bury 
St Edmunds. 

According to the report, the 
council is promoting an online 
payment system for the fee and 
anticipating a 54 per cent take up 
of the online self-service option. 

They are set to develop the 
online payments service this 
month, and countywide procure¬ 
ment of a waste services contrac¬ 
tor should be completed in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

The councils will then contin¬ 
ue to promote the scheme until it 
launches in April.

Councillors voted to 
approve a proposal to raise 
the precept by 1.5 per cent

due to grants from Forest 
Heath District Council being 
reduced. 

Cllr Bill Sadler said: "This 
year we received £14,000 
less [from FHDC] than we 
did the year before. 

"We are proposing a 
council tax of just over

year." 

Cllr Rachel Hood told 
town councillors on Monday 
she was strongly against any 
rise in council tax and called 
for a recorded vote of those 
for and against the rise.

SINKHOLES have been opening up 
in front of a church in Newmarket - 
and are taking cars with them. 

The grassy area in front of St Mary’s 
Church, on Church Street, is an old 
burial ground and has become un¬ 
stable. 

Church rector John Hardy says the 
graves there date back at least 200 
years. 

Rev Hardy’s car fell victim to a hole 
two weeks ago and while it is only the 
second incident in about three years, 
he has now cordoned off the land so 
that it doesn’t happen again. 

He told the News : “The contents 
of the ground have rotted, the earth 
above is less supported, and with the 
very wet weather, the ground is un¬ 
stable and prone to sudden collapse. 

“It is not possible to predict when, 
where, or by how much this may 
happen by looking at the surface, 
but once one area subsides, the sur¬ 
rounding will follow quicker and 
quicker.

School plans on 
hold - because of 
snoozing lizards 


A PRIMARY school’s expan¬ 
sion plans are on hold - be¬ 
cause hibernating lizards 
are thought to be living on 
the land. 

Suffolk County Coun¬ 
cil and Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council had planned 
to build a new community 
centre in Beck Row. 

A small hall in the old 
community centre, which 
shares the site of the school, 
will then be used for two ex¬ 
tra classrooms. 

Work was set to begin on 
the new community centre, 
on land owned by the dis¬ 
trict council, in 2016. 

However, it has been de¬ 
layed after a discovery that 
rare lizards may be living 
there - and they cannot be 
touched until after their hi¬ 
bernation period. 

In an ecology survey by 
AGB Environmental last 
summer, at least five adult 
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lizards were seen on refuges 
laid at the land proposed to 
be used for the new centre. 

One adult grass snake 
was also recorded. A ‘good’ 
population of lizards is any¬ 
where between five to 20, 
while less than five grass 
snakes is a ‘low’ population. 

It is not known what type 
of lizards are on the site. 

Now, work has been de¬ 
layed and the application 
has been withdrawn for 
more surveys to be carried 
out. 

A statement from the Beck 
Row Primary School gover¬ 
nors and the Community 
Association said: “Beck Row 
School has been asked to 
accommodate additional 
children from September 


2016 and this will require 
the provision of two extra 
classrooms. 

“The local authority have 
asked Beck Row to take in 
extra children, although 
there is no certainty about 
numbers. 

“These will be formed 
within the existing structure 
of the community centre 
small hall. 

“Originally the Commu¬ 
nity Association had agreed 
to move out in the spring to 
allow work to commence. 

“Because of the delay, this 
will not now be possible and 
the admission of any extra 
children may have to be de¬ 
ferred.”

Council has now approved 
the order, which it has the 
power to do under the Anti- 
Social Behaviour, Crime and 
Policing Act 2014. 

The order is due to start 
in March and people caught 
loitering, swearing or caus¬ 
ing distress to staff and visi¬ 
tors to the sports centre, as 
well as pupils, staff and visi¬ 
tors at the college, could be 
fined or issued with a fixed 
penalty notice. 

Last year, residents feared 
that the footpath would be 
closed completely. 

One residents said that it 
had been “used by count¬ 
less generations of Soham 
residents for recreational 
purposes”. 

He said: “Each time the 


same old rubbish about 
crime and threats to chil¬ 
dren are trotted out by the 
school and the police, with 
no factual evidence to sup¬ 
port their claims. 

“Soham residents do not 
cause problems on this path 
and in fact the majority of 
decent folk who walk it act 
as a deterrent to any possi¬ 
ble issues arising.” 

However, under the plans 
from Cambridgeshire po¬ 
lice, the path will not be 
closed to residents - but the 
fixed penalty notices can be 
issued if people are found 
to be involved in any anti¬ 
social behaviour.

MORE than 15,000 knives 
have been handed in to police 
in a five year campaign by 
Suffolk police. 

A total of 2,562 knives were 
deposited in 2015, following 
on from 1,720 in 2014, 2,606 
in 2013, 2,205 in 2012, and 
6,125 in 2011 when the initial 
year-long amnesty began. 

The closest static bins in the 
area are outside Mildenhall 
or Bury St Edmunds police 
stations, and anyone who 
wants to dispose of a knife 
should use one of the bins. 

All the knives deposited are 
taken to a recycling centre in 
Great Blakenham where they 
are disposed of safely. 

Suffolk Police's Chief 
Constable Gareth Wilson 
said: "It is impressive that this 
campaign has been running 
for five years and we are still 
seeing over 2,500 knives being 
deposited in 2015. This shows 
that not only is the project 
continuing to be successful 
but that residents of Suffolk 
want to help us to stop knife 
crime. 

"Our campaign ensures that 
bladed items can be deposited 
anonymously, any day of the 
week and at any time." 


SOHAM’S Volunteer Police Cadets 
are learning how they can help to 
protect elderly and vulnerable peo¬ 
ple in their local area. 

On Monday night, a Link:Age In- 
tergenerational Project event was 
held at Soham Village College and 
the young cadets met with organi¬ 
sations which support vulnerable 
residents. 

Having received the latest Scams 
and Fraud Education training from 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
Trading Standards, the cadets were 
able to ‘role play’ various scamming 
scenarios with organisations such as 
Neighbourhood Watch, The Bobby 
Scheme, The Royal British Legion, 
The Care Network and Littleport 
Timebank. 

The event was organised by the 
Police and Crime Commissioner’s 
outreach worker, Rebecca Avery. 

Andrew Fayers, a local Trad¬ 
ing Standards officer, said: “These 
young people are in a unique posi¬ 
tion to support particularly vulner¬ 
able people in their own communi¬ 
ties. 


“Police cadets are approachable 
and trusted in the community so 
can now put their newly acquired 
knowledge into practice.” 

Volunteer Police Cadets follow an 
intensive 13-week induction pro¬ 


gramme which prepares them to 
support community safety, devot¬ 
ing at least three volunteer hours 
per month with activities ranging 
from supporting police at events to 
delivering crime prevention advice 


to the public. 15-year-old Head Ca¬ 
det Parsley said: “I grew up watching 
cop shows and knew joining the po¬ 
lice force would be the career for me. 
This training has been particularly 
rewarding - meeting already-estab¬ 
lished groups has given me real in¬ 
sight into how I can better support 
vulnerable people. I am looking for¬ 
ward to putting some of what I have 
learnt into practice.” 

Police Cadet Schemes are now es¬ 
tablished in Soham, Peterborough 
and Wisbech, and plans are current¬ 
ly underway to roll the scheme out 
to Cambourne and Cambridge City. 

Sir Graham said: “I am thrilled to 
see the cadet unit in Soham pro¬ 
gressing so well. 

“This work promotes greater un¬ 
derstanding and respect between 
generations, helping to create more 
cohesive communities. 

“Some of the ideas the young peo¬ 
ple came up with on Monday night 
were fantastic, from cleaning war 
graves to helping vulnerable mem¬ 
bers of the community with odd 
jobs such as changing light bulbs.”
